Cvprmsem  Broups  are  denied  education,  economic  Independence, 
IM  po»er  of  office,  representation,  en  image  of  dignity  end 
self-respect,  eouallty  of  status,  and  recognition  a;  Hunan  te- 
lnet.  Throughout  history  >omen  nave  teen  consistently  denied 
all   these,  and  tnelr  denial   today  «hile  attenuated  and  partial 
Is  nevertheless  consistent.   The  education  allowed  them  is  de- 
liberately designed  to  be  Inferior,  and  they  are  systematically 
programmed  out  of  and  excluded  from  the  knoxledge  where  power 
lies  today  -  e.g..  In  science  and  technology,  they  are  confined 
to  conditions  of  economic  dependence  based  on  the  sale  of  their 
seiuallty  in  marriage,  or  a  variety  of  prostitutions.  Work  on  a 
basis  of  economic  Independence  allows  them  only  a  subsistence 
level  of  life  -  often  not  even  that.  They  do  not  hold  office, 
are  represented  in  no  positions  of  power,  and  authority  is  for- 
bidden them.  The  image  of  women  fostered  by  cultural  media,  high 
and  low,   then  and  now.   is  a  marginal   and  demeaning  existence, 
and  one  outside  the  human  condition  -  which  is  defined  as  the 
perogatlve  of  man,  the  male. 

Government  Is  upheld  by  power,  which  1s  supported  through 
consent  (social  opinion),  or  imposed  by  violence.  Condition- 
ing to  an   ideology  amounts  to  the  former.   But  there  may  be  a 
resort  to  the  latter  at  any  moment  when  consent   1s  withdrawn 
-  rape,  attack,   sequestration,  beatings,  murder.   Sex- 
ual  politics  obtains  consent  through  the"socialization" 
of  uoth  sexes  to  patriarchal  policies.  They  consist  of 
the  following: 

1)  THE  FORMATION  OF  HUMAN  PERSONALITY  ALONG  STEREO- 
TYPED LINES  OF  SEXUAL  CATEGORY,  BASED  ON  THE  NEEDS  AND

WOULD  CHERISH  IN  HIMSELF  AND  FIND  CONVENIENT  IN  AN 
UNDERCLASS:  AGGRESSION,  INTELLECTUALITY, FORCE  AND  EFFICIENCY 
FOR  THE  HALL;  PASSIVITY.  IGNORANCE.  DOCILITY,  "VIRTUE,"  AND 
INEFFECTUALITY  FOR  THE  FEMALE. 

2)  THE  CONCEPT  OF  SEX  ROLE,  WHICH  ASSIGNS  DOMESTIC  SERVICE 
AND  ATTENDANCE    UPON    INFANTS  TO  ALL   FEMALES  AND  THE   REST  OF  HU- 
MAN  INTEREST,  ACHIEVEMENT  AND  AMBITION  TO  THE  MALE;    THE   CHARGE 
OF  LEADER  AT  ALL  TIMES  AND  PLACES  TO  THE  MALE,  AND  THE  DUTY  .OF 
FOLLOWER.  WITH  EOUAL  UNIFORMITY,   TO  THE    FEMALE.

Harriet  Huestis  Jackson  lived  a  quiet  existence 
as  a  mother  and  wife  on  a  modest  farm   in  nineteenth 
century  New  Brunswick.      Nothing    is   known  of  her 
life, apart  from  these  scanty  facts,  yet  when   I 
discovered  the  original   tin-type  among  a  col- 
lection of  family  photos,  my  curiosity  was 
immediately  aroused.-    From  what  we  know  of 
rural  mores   1n  Canada  a  century  ago,   it 
seems  doubtful   that  a  bearded  lady  would 
enjoy  unquestioning       acceptance.   However 
the  chain  of      memory  in  the  family  (ne- 
cessarily second-hand,  since  all  direct 
links  are  now  dead)   suggests   that  Harri- 
et was  not  the  object  of  ridicule  or 
contempt.     Rather,  she  is  remembered  as 
a       respected  and  somewhat     formidable 
figure  in  the  community. 

The  beard   is  no  mystery.     A  slight 
hormonal   imbalance  easily  accounts  for 
the  development  of  secondary  charac- 
teristics like  facial  hair.     It  is  a 
not  uncommon  condition.     But  what  is_ 
surprising   is  her  refusal    to  remove 
the  beard.      In  a  puritan  society  which 
permitted   little  deviation  from  sexual 
roles  and  which  dictated  strict  male- 
female  dress  and  behavior,  it  is  com- 
mendable that  she  consented  to  sitting 
for  her  photograph.     There  is  no  trepi- 
dation evident  in  that  unflinching  gaze, 
no  pathos  to  suggest  the  misery  of.  an 
unaccepted  exile. 

But  it  would  be  facile  to  imagine 
her  personal  narrative  was  an  untroubled 
one.     The  work-worn  hands  are  eloquent 
testimony  to  a    life  of  physical   hardship 
amid  the  minimal  comforts  of  an  isolated 
farm.     Beyond  that,   however,  one  must  rely 
on  conjecture  and  it   is  not  sufficient  to 
penetrate  the  confident  formal   facade. 

I  present,   then,  Harriet  Huestis  Jackson, 
one  of  the  early  but  solitary  fighters   in  the 
sexual   revolution,  an  unsung  heroine  who  dared 
to  demonstrate  for  posterity  the  relative  unim- 
portance to  sexual   identity  of  a  patch  of    hair.

The  need1  jo*  the  organization  oi 
gays  under  the  age  oi  Zl  has  been  recog- 
nized ui  almost  every  majo\  city  in  the 
United  State*.  GY  organizations  in  Chic- 
ago, New  York  and  Los  Angeles  were  iormed 
ion  the  expressed  purpose  oj  solidifying 
the  young  homosexual  community  into  a 
challenge;  an  opposition  to  iederal  reg- 
ulations in  areas  regarding  rights  ior 
young  gays,  bat  mote  importantly,  these 
organizations  ate  sewing  the  function 
oi  helping  gays  "come  out,"  with  people 
oi  the  sane  age,  uiith  vihom  they  can 
udentiiy. 

Canadian  law  prohibits  sex  &o\ 
gays  under  t\ ,  under  penalty  o£  imprls- 
omcnt.   The  iunction  oj  GV  in  Toronto 
will  thus  be  tm-iold,  as  in  the  states: 
-"to  actively  oppose  the  iederal  law. 
"-to  provide  young  gays  uiith  an  alter- 
native to  the  usual  process  oi  personal 
liberation,  which  oiten  involves  tht  ban. 
scents,  baths,  and  prostitution .   This 
would  be  accomplished  by  conducting  GV 
dances,  nap  sessions,  high  school  pro- 


jects  including  open  coherences  or 
discussions,  and  weekly  meetings  oi 
GV  members. 

AGEISM,   SIMPLY  VEF1NEV,    IS  A  V1SPLAV 
OR  IMPLICATIONS  OF  IDEAS  WHICH  ARE  8/ 
THEIR  NATURE  BIGOTED  ON  THE  BASIS  OF 
AGE.  The  iederal  law  is  agelst  because 
it  does  not  recognize  the  basic  sexual 
liberties  oj  gays  under  21.  This  is 
the  purest  act  oi  ageism.   Censorship 
laws  also  discriminate  on  the.  basis 
oi  age. 

WE  maintain  that  a  person 
reaches  "adulthood"  as  individual  cir- 
cumstances  dictate,  and  to  generalize 
and  pronounce  adulthood  to  be  univer- 
sally reached  at  21  years  is  pure, 
simple  ageism.   Ideally,  there  should 
be  no  age  law  with  regards  to  sex  or 
censorship.  But  since  we  are  dealing 
with  an  archaic  system,  the  best  we 
are  able  to  hope  ior  is  a  lowering  oi 
the  age.

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Last  fall,  the  Ontario  Homophile 
Federation  initiated  a  discussion 
around  the  idea  of  holding  a  demon- 
stration at  Queen's  Park  to  demand 
the  inclusion  of  the  term  'sexual 
orientation'  in  the  Ontario  Human 
Rights  Code.  Because  this  was  the 
first  time  all  the  organizations  had 
met  to  deal  with  this  issue,  it  was 
decided  to  postpone  any  concrete  ac- 
tion until  the  spring  of  1972. 

Subsequently,  at  York  University 
where  the  Federation  met  on  January 
?8-29,  the  groups  went  on  record  as 
supporting  such  an  action;  but  left 
:urther  details  of  preparing  a  brief, 
■etting  a  date  for,  and  organizing 
;he  demonstration  to  those  Toronto 
ictivists  who  were  interested  in 
■uch  a  campaign. 

One  could  easily  get  the  impres- 
.ion  that  most  of  those  present  at 
.he  above  mentioned  conferences, 
iany  of  them  leaders  of  local  organ- 
izations across  Ontario,  saw  the  On- 
tario Human  Rights  Code  demonstra- 
tion as  just  one  activity  among  ma- 
ny others;  just  one  more  area  of 
discrimination;  just  one  more  issue 
to  add  to  the  list  to  be  dealt  with 
at  some  time  or  other  in  the  future. 
QUESTIONS  RAISED 
The  prevalence  of  this  attitude 
raises  many  questions  about  the  tasks 
of  the  Gay  Liberation  Movement  in 
Ontario 

-  Are  all  issues  equally  important? 

-  Do  we  have  to  set  priorities? 

-  Which  issues  appeal  to  the  widest 
section  of  the  gay  population? 

-  How  can  we  vnn  our  demands? 

-  What  is  the  relationship  between 
national  or  provincial  issues  and 
local  issues? 

I  want  to  deal  with  these  ques- 
tions by  arguing  why  I  think  the 
fight  to  include  the  term  'sexual 
orientation1   in  the  Ontario  Human 
Rights  Code  is  a  fundamental  one  in 
the  struggle  for  Gav  Liberation  and 
should  be  seen  as  an  important  prior- 
ity for  all  Ontario  Homophile  organi- 
zations. 

Winning  this  demand,  in  itself, 
will  not  end  our  oppression,  but  in 
the  process  of  fighting  for  it  many 
gay  men  and  women  will  develop  a 
higher  level  of  pride  and  conscious- 
ness. With  a  victory,  thousands 
more  will  find  it  easier  to  come  out 
and  begin  the     task  of  educating 
their  fellow   workers,  neighbours, 
families  and  friends  about  the  nature 
of  homosexual ity3 without  fear  of  los- 
ing a  job  or  apartment,  being  har- 
rassed  at  school,  or  facing  discrim- 
ination in  innumerable  other  ways  be- 
cause we  have  no  rights  guaranteed 
by  law. 

This  campaign  can  give  a  focus 
for  dealing  with  many  other  issues 
at  the  local  level.  Actions  to  pro- 
test police  entrapment  or  conditions 
in  the  gay  ghetto  could  also  be  used 
to  publicize  and  build  the  campaign 
and  the  organizations  that  are  lead- 
ing U.  Demonstrations,  such  as  the 
one  in  Toronto  against  the  CBC,  don't 
have  to  be  one-shot  affairs  aimed  at 
one  of  a  myriad  of  media  establish- 
ments which  constantly  slander  us. 
As  well  as  demanding  equal  time  or 
space  to  reply,  we  can  point  out  the 
responsibility  of  the  provincial 
government  which  refuses  to  prose- 
cute such  blatant  discrimination. 

5uch  a  campaign  will  necessari- 
ly be  two-prono,edjSince  a  prior  con- 
l  *,on  J°r  inning  Is  social  recog- 
nition of  homosexuals  as  a  legiti- 
mate oppressed  minority.

interviews,  and  sale  of  he  Body 
Politic  for  example,  must  all  be  a 
vigorous  part  of  strengthening  sup- 
port for  a  demonstration.  We  have 
a  formidable  task;  to  teach  the 
truth  about  human  sexuality  to  the 
people  of  Ontario  and  to  oppose 
th^  powerful  resources  of  the  Ontar- 
io government's  educational   and 
legal  systems.   If  they  continue  to 
refuse  to  recognize  our  legal  rights, 
be  assured  that  the  miseducation 
mills  will  continue  to  grind  out  ig- 
norant, guilt-ridden  and  sexually 
oppressed  citizens. 

CONTROL  Of  OUR  BODIES 

This  is  an  issue  which  will  give 
us  an  opportunity  to  make  links  with 
the  organized  Women's  Liberation 
Movement.  They  have  demonstrated  in 
the  past  to  demand  the  inclusion  of 
the  word  'sex'  in  the  Ontario  Human! 


Rights  Code.  If  Davis  keeps  his  r 
promise  made  after  the  recent  throne 
speech,  this  struggle  may  be  won  dur- 
ing this  sitting  of  the  legislature. 
Victory  is  due  in  some  part  to  the 
demonstrations,  but  probably  more  to 
the  general  public  discussion  and 
awareness  that  has  been  generated  by 
the  activities  of  the  women's  move- 
ment on  a  whole  range  of  issues  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years.  It  was  the 
activist  feminists  who  created  a  cli- 
mate whereby  the  Tory  government 
would  have  found  it  very   difficult 
to  continue  to  ignore  this  elemen- 
tary demand  for  women's  equality. 

Although  both  our  demands  relate 
directly  to  the  Ontario  Human  Rights 
Code,  our  struggle  will  have  a  qual- 
itatively different  dynamic.  Women 
have  concentrated  on  the  abortion 
campaign  in  the  past  period  because 
it  is  an  issue  which  touches  the 
widest  layers  of  the  female  popula- 
tion, regardless  of  their  economic 
position.  Repeal  of  the  abortion 
laws  will  give  impetus  to  future  cam- 
paigns by  women.  Any  other  possibi- 
lities for  liberating  themseWes  are 
inextricably  tied  to  their  right  to 
choose  whether  or  not  they  will  bear 
children.  This  idea  is  summed  up  in 
one  of  their  slogans  -  Control  of 
our  Bodies,  Control  of  our  Lives. 

Most  gays  cannot  be  identified 
and  we  leave  ourselves  open  to  eco- 
nomic discrimination  only  if  we  de- 
clare our  homosexuality.  This  will 
often  leave  us  feeling  psychologi- 
"rc?eQ.'berated'  but  jobless  or  red- 

Our  "Human  Rights"  campaign  is  ac- 
tually more  closely  paralleled  in  the 
women's  abortion  fight,  rather  than 
their  demonstrations  demanding  inclu- 
sion of  the  word  'sex'.  Winning  our 
demand  will  give  us  the  right  to 
choose  whether  or  not  we  tell  our 
work-mates  or  fellow  tenants  of  our 
sexuality-freely,  without  fear  of 


reprisals  from  a  bigoted  boss  or 
landlord.  In  the  mean  time,  we  must 
stress  to  those  who  support  our  alms 
that  in  our  movement  they  can  choose 
their  own  level  of  anonymity,  taking 
into  account  their  personal  situation. 
This  can  range  from  marching  in  a 
demonstration  to  phoning  people  to 
involve  them  in  a  meeting  or  work 
party,  both  important  activities. 
CONTROL  OF  OUR  LIVES. 

Last  fall  when  the  women's  lib- 
eration organizations  were  approached 
to  discuss  a  joint  campaign  they  re- 
sponded very  favourably.   I  am  sure 
that  even  if  the  'sex'  legislation 
is  passed  they  will  join  in  a  demon- 
stration, organized  by  ourselves,  to 
support  our  demands. 

Many  feminists  are  aware  of  the 
common  source  of  oppression  in  the 
socialization  and  education  which 
take  place  in  the  traditional  family 
structure  and  its  continuation 
throughout  the  formal  educational 
system.  Those  of  us  who  dare  to  re- 
ject such  distortions  of  our  real 
sexuality  and  human  potential,  hav- 
ing overcome  the  hurdle  imposed  by 
this  socialization  and  streaming  pro- 
cess,      face  a  material  barri- 
cade of  institutionalized  discrimi- 
nation and  a  lack  of  facilities  which 
could  permit  us  to  gain  control  over 
our  lives. 

The  foundations  of  this  barricade 
are  embodied  in  the  governments  at 
Queen's  Park  and  Ottawa.  As  long  as 
any  laws  discriminating  directly,  or 
by  ommission,  against  gays  and  women 
remain  on  the  books,  any  chauvinist 
employer,  educator,  landlord,  cop, 
doctor,  psychiatrist  or  parent  can 
trample  on  our  rights  and  dignity 
with  the  tacit  approval  of  these  go- 
vernments. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  women's 
movement  to  date  Is  partly  due  to 
their  appreciation  of  the  experiences 
of  other  movements  for  social  change. 
They  have  learned  from  their  own 
suffragists  and  the  anti-war  move- 
ment that  along  with  petition  cam- 
paigns, local  demonstrations  and  ac- 
tions, letter  writing  and  educational 
meetings,  it  is  extremely  important 
to  organize,  from  time  to  time,  large 
public  demonstrations  on  as  wide  a 
basis  as  possible,  whether  provincial, 
national  or  bi-national. 

Women  activists  have  realized 
that  this  is  the  best  way  possible 
to  show  our  mutual  opponents  and  our 
supporters  the  power  of  our  numbers; 
indicating  most  visibly  that  the  de- 
mands we  are  putting  forward  repre- 
sent the  solutions  to  the  problems 
faced  by  the  overwhelming  majority 
of  women  and  gays.  As  the  movement 
and  the  size  of  the  demonstrations 
increase  over  a  period  of  time,  it 
will  become  clear  that  we  are  not 
a  tiny,  isolated  minority,  unable  to 
relate  to  the  rest  of  our  brothers 
and  sisters  as  inferred  by  the 
media. 

PARTIAL  VICTORY   IN  NEW  YORK  CITY 
It  is  also  worthwhile  to  look  at 
the  approach  of  American  gays  who  are 
similarly  oppressed.  A  demand  has 
been  raised  by  the  New  York  City  Gay 
Activist  Alliance  for  passage  by  city 
council  of  their  Bill-Intro  475  which 
has  been  introduced  by  councilmen 
who  support  Us  aims.   It  would  make 
discrimination  against  homosexuals  In

Among  the  current  spate  of  books 
on  the  homosexual  revolution,  by   far 
the  finest  and  the  most  likely  to 
have  repercussions  outside  the  move- 
ment itself.  Is  Homosexual :0ppression 
and  liberation  by  Dennis  Altman.   It 
has  already  been  touted  as  the  gay 
version  of  TheFemale  Eunuch,  and  al- 
though such  comparisons  are  question- 
able, one  can  only  hope  that  it  will 
achieve  the  widespread  distribution 
and  publicity  accorded  Greer's  book. 
Time  magazine  has  already  given  it 
the  seal  of  disapproval  in  a  review 
concluding  with  the  expected  categor- 
ical dismissals  unfounded  in  fact  or 
reflection.  One  would  be  surprised 
by  an. thing  else. 

an  writes  in  a  style  which 
should  appeal  to  a  spectrum  of  read- 
ers.  Its  down-to-earth  clarity  is 
In  startling  contrast  to  the  turgid 
rhetoric  which  the  Left  so  often  wal- 
lows in.  He  demonstrates  a  wide  fa- 
miliarity with  current  movements  in 
American  political  thought,  particu- 
larly the  development  of  the  counter- 
culture and  the  various  liberation 
groups.  As  a  partial  outsider  (he 
is  Australian)  he  has  perhaps  been 
able  to  analyse  the  situation  with 
greater  objectivity  and  lucidity.  He 
is  also  careful  to  point  out  that  he 
is  speaking  as  a  male  homosexual,  a 
middle-class  one  at  that,  factors 
which  necessarily  limit  the  applica- 
bilityof  his  statements  to  the  exper- 
ience of  gay  women  ai.d  homosexuals 
with  different  class  backgrounds. 

BCuTION  AWO  PISCR.WV^ 

Altman  sees  the  oppression  which 
gays  suffer  as  taking  three  main 
forms.  The  first  and  most  obvious, 
outright  persecution,  stems  essen- 
tially from  the  illegality  of  homo- 
sexuality (although  Canadian  laws 
concerning  consenting  adults  in  pri- 
vate have  changed,  these  laws  were 
never  in  fact  the  ones  by  which  gays 
were  and  are  arrested).  Police  ha- 
rassment, as  demonstrated  by  the  re- 
cent incidents  at  the  Parkside  Tavern 
and  the  Bloor-Yonge  subway  station, 
continues.  Persecution  of  this  kind 
Is  encountered  only  when  one  acts, 
whereas  discrimination  requires  on- 
ly suspicions  of  a  private  life  to 
deny  privileges;  particularly  in 
housing  and  employment.  Most  gay 
paranoia  is  felt  in  this  im. 

Tolerance,  traditionally  what 
we  have  always  sought  as  a  positive 
goal,  is  actually  just  as  dangerous 
and  more  insidious  than  open  perse- 
cution. It  implies  an  arms-length 
Ideological  position  without  an  ac- 
companying emotional  response.  'Re- 
pressive tolerance'  (Karcuse)  or 
annihilation  by  blandness ' ( Isherwood) 
■ay  often  conceal  a  considerable  re- 
pugnance. (You  can  do  what  you  want 
in  bed,  just  keep  it  out  of  sight  and 
don't  expect  me'  to  be  friends  with 
you*,  says  the  Liberal). 
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The  straight  media  generally  as- 
sumes such  a  bland  attitude.  Unless 
it  is  reporting  specifically  on  gay 
topics'  and  people,  it  studiously  ig- 
nores our  existence.  Altman  cites 
the  example  of  travel  literature, 
which  never  appeals  to  homosexual 
tourists  openly,  despite  the  fact 
that  being  single  and  without  fami- 
lies often  allows  us  to  travel  fre- 
quently. The  ignoring  of  the  homo- 
sexual fact  takes  many  forms.  A 
recent  edition  of  the  Globe  and  Mail 
featured  on  (significantly  enough) 
its  Women's  page  a  picture  essay 
about  the  well-dressed  men  on  the 
street.  Entitling  her  article  'Man 
Watching',  the  writer  found  it  neces- 
sary to  fantasize  some  "witch  of  a 
wife"  lurking  in  the  background  of 
the  sartorially  splendid  males  (many 
of  whom  looked  suspiciously  gay), in 
addition  to  assuming  only  hetero- 
sexual females  were  noticing  the  dis- 
play. And  several  months  ago  Weekend 
Magazine  ran  an  article  on  the  "new 
breed'  of  Canada's  most  eligible 
bachelors.  Of  course  they  meant  eli- 
gible for  heterosexual  marriage, 
which  is  strange  in  light  of  the  fact 
that  at  least  one  of  those  bachelors 
was  homosexual i 

Can  the  reader  name  any  homosex- 
ual novels  which  do  not  exhibit  the 
aura  of  gloom  and  inevitable  destruc- 
tion Altman  finds  peryading  such  fic- 
tion? It  seems  homosexual  fiction 
has  used  all  the  cliches  except  the 
happily-ever-after  one.  Not  only 
would  it  be  a  salutary  change  to  em- 
ploy it  occasionally,  such  optimism 
could  help  to  strengthen  the  healthy 
sense  of  confidence  and  identity 
which  the  movement  is  beginning  to 
create.  What  is  needed  is  a  mytho- 
logy of  love  which  speaks  to  our  con- 
dition and  expands  the  imagination 
beyond  a  grotesquely  sentimentalized 
version  of  the  heterosexual.  Not 
only  is  the  happy  homosexual  equals 
gay  corpse  equation  an  inaccurate 
generality,  it  is  also  injurious  pro- 
paganda. 

KEV  THINKERS 

A  recent  trend  has  been  to  ally 
the  gay  movement  with  other  minority 
liberation  movements  and  to  attribute 
facile  similarities  to  them  all. 
Altman  compares  the  black  and  women's 
movements  to  the  gay  and  perceptive- 
ly illustrates  their  points  of  dif- 
ference as  well  as  likeness.  The 
really  unique  element  of  our  stigma 
has  been  our  isolation  from  the  fami- 
ly. We  are  not  born  into  a  support- 
ive domestic  situation  which  shares 
our  oppression.  We  must  seek  out  our 
'community'  on  our  own.  Antagonism 
to  homosexuality  has  been  prevalent 


In  the  other  groups  and  Altman  at- 
tempts to  discover  the  reasons  for 
this.  Kate  Millett  (female  and  gay) 
and  James  Baldwin  (black  and  gay)  are 
two  writers  who  have  helped  to  link 
the  gay  movement  with  their  initial- 
ly more  acceptable  causes  and  who  en- 
dured criticism  as  a  result.  And  Is 
it  significant  that  the  key  thinkers 
and  writers  of  the  early  counter-cul- 
ture movement  wee  all  gay,  i.e. 
William  Burroughs,  Jean  Genet,  Allen 
Ginsberg  and  Paul  Goodman?  Altman 
thinks  so. 

Perhaps  the  most  valuable  insight 
which  Altman  articulates  is  the  real- 
ization that  simply  being  a  self-ac- 
cepting homosexual  in  Western  society 
is  revolutionary.  This  is  because  it 
represents  a  direct  threat  to  a  soci- 
ety organized  around  a  belief  in  the 
nuclear  family  and  polorized  sexual 
differences.  Altman  sees  the  need 
for  a  theory  of  sexuality  which  goes 
beyond  the  vague  assent  paid  to  "do- 
ing whatever  turns  you  on".  The  the- 
ory would  do  at  least  three  things: 
1)  remove  guilt  from  sex  2)  disentan- 
gle it  from  utilitarian  social  ends 
like  the  institution  of  the  family 
and  rearing  children  and  3)  dispense 
with  negative  attitudes  towards  sex 
not  genital  and  heterosexual. 

If  more  homosexuals  (particularly 
those  who  have  expended  so  much  psy- 
chic energy  trying  to  fit  into  the 
status  quo  of  society  and  who  there- 
fore feel  compelled  to  defend  it)  re- 
alized the  radical  implications  of 
their  sexuality,  the  effects  could  be 
far-reaching.  We  are,  however,  still 
far  from  that  stage  of  the  evolution 
of  consciousness.  1  believe  this 
book  is  a  significant  and  valuable 
contribution  towards  our  goal  and  I 
enthusiastically  recommend  it.  Beg, 
borrow,  or  rip  it  off.

We  will  be  exchanging 
news  and  information  with  the  new  pap- 
er. Dennis  Altman  plans  to  visit  North 
America  in  May  and  The  Body  Politic 
will  do  its  best  to  persuade  him  to 
include  Toronto  on  his  itinerary.

I  had  been  ***re  for  so**  t!me  Jh^ 

the  section  of  the  Immigration  Act 
citing  homosexuals  as  a  prohibited 
class  of  persons  had  not  been 
amended.      It  was  apparently  not  being 
vigorously  enforced,  especially 
since  the  passage  of  the  criminal 
code  amendments.     Nonetheless,  Sect- 
ion 5.  paragraph  (e)  of  the  Act  is 
purely  discriminatory  and  equally 
Illogical.      If  the  state  has  no 
place  In  the  bedrooms  of  the  nation, 
surely  it  has  even  less  place  in 
the  bedrooms  of  other  nations-  at 
least,  so  the  argument  goes. 

The  logistics  of  parliamentary 
,    include  a  need  to  set 
priorities  and  to  save  time  by  amend- 
ing legislation    on  a  full-scale 
basis.     The  Immigration  Act  was 
scheduled  for  wholesale  revamping, 
ever  since  the  White  Paper  on 
Itmigration.     It  was  to  be  fully 
expected  that  in  the  course  of 
time  the  discriminatory  and  offending 
paragraph  would  be  deleted,   if  only 
for  the  sake  of  consistency.     That 
was  a  rather  comfortable  assumption. 

I  '.'OUCH  QUEERS' 

It  was  during  my  recent  campaign  as 
a  Uh°ral  candidate  for  the  Ontario 
Legislature  that  I  first  met  Cliff 
Wynn  and  his  lover.  Dave  Shaw.  Cliff 
had  come  to  Canada  from  the  U.S.  and 
he  and  David  had  bought  a  house  in 
East  lork.  They  seemed  to  be  enjoying 
the  challenge  of  making  a  go  of  it 
together.  But  Cliff,  in  applying 
for  landed  immigrant  status,  had 
discussed  his  relationship  with  David 
quite  candidly  when  questioned.  An 
order  for  his  deportation  was  issued 
and  then  confirmed  by  a  Special  Inquiry. 

Through  my  contacts  with  Donald  Mac- 
donald's  office  -  his  federal  riding 
overlaps  the  provincial  riding  for  which 
I  was  a  candidate  -  I  asked  that  the 
Minister  take  an  interest  in  the  case 
by  investigating  with  the  office  of 
the  Minister  of  Manpower  and  Immigration. 
So  it  came  to  pass  that  Donald  Mac- 
donald's  special  assistant  met  with 
Otto  Lang's  special  assistant  to  review 
the  case.  The  outcome  of  their 
discussion  was  hardly  encouraging. 
Cliff's  case  was  so  clearcut  that  his 
appeal  might  be  successful  only  on 
grounds  of  compassion,  and  only  if  the 
Immigration  Appeal  Board  felt  moved 
to  exercise  its  widest  possible 
discretion.  The  probability  that  he 
would  fail  in  his  appeal  was  enormous. 
Although  the  appeal  might  be  delayed 
for  years,  the  only  way  to  forestall 
eventual  deportation  was  an  amendment 
to  the  Act.  I  was  also  informed  that 
the  Minister  felt  no  need  to  amend 
that  particular  section,  his  rationale 
being  that  there  "had  not  been 
sufficient  representation  on  the 
question."  (Translate  that  last  sentence: 
no  pressure  worth  speaking  of). 

V 
Events  late  last  year  tended  to 
disprove  that  assumption.  When 
John  Ounbar.  president  of  Gay 
Liberation  at  the  University  of 
Waterloo  posed  the  question  of  amend- 
ment to  Otto  Ung,  then  Minister  of 
Manpower  and  Immigration,  at  a 
taping  of  the  program  "UNDER  ATTACK", 
the  Minister's  reply  boiled  down  to 
a  blunt:  No  we  won't  anend  the  Act, 
we  already  have  enough  queers  of  our 
own.  That  statement  plus  the  case 
of  Cliff  Wynn's  application  for  landed 


immigrant  status,  created  a  pressing 
need  to  bring  pressure  to  bear  on  the 
government  to  amend  the  Act. 

In  reaction  to  this  news  Toronto  Gay 
Action  put  together  a  petition  to  be 
sent  to  Lang  demanding  amendment  of 
the  Act.  Members  of  various  homophile 
organizations  were  asked  to  circulate 
the  petitions  and  to  send  letters  to 
Lang,  their  M.P.'s,  and  to  the  Prime 
Minister's  office. 

FOR  POLITICAL  REASOUS 

I  sent  a  letter  to  Lang  in  early 
January  requesting  a  personal 
interview  for  George  Hislop  and  myself. 
A  quick  reply  from  the  Minister's 
office  indicated  that  his  "schedule 
for  the  early  part  of  February  has  not 
been  finally  arranged'.'  When  written 
in  Mid-January,  this  sort  of  letter 
means  a  Minister  is  likely  to  be 
switching  jobs.  Thank  god,  or 
whoever,  since  it  was  just  about  the 
same  time  that  CHAT's  application  for 
a  LIP  grant  had  been  turned  down  by 
Lang  "for  political  reasons".  The 
continuance  of  that  particular  man 
in  that  particular  job  in  that 
particular  time  might  have  spelled 
total  disaster. 

As  it  happened,  the  same  day  that 
CHAT  resubmitted  its  LIP  application, 
and,  incidentally,  the  same  day  as 
the  Conference  of  Canadian  Homophile 
Associations  met  at  York  University, 
the  Hon.  Bryce  Mackasey  was  appointed 
Minister  of  Manpower  and  Immigration, 
replacing  Otto  Lang  who  moved  on  , 
(does  ill  fortune  never  cease)  to 
become  Minister  of  Justice,  a  portfolio 
to  which  he  no  doubt  brings  a  high 
sense  of  justice,  his  own  brand  of 
endearing  personal  charm,  and  a  deep 
commitment  to  human  rights. 

The  meeting  I  had  been  trying  to  set 
up  with  Lang  was  to  have  been  some 
time  during  the  Liberal  Party  in 
Ontario  Annual  Meeting  which  would  take 
me  to  Ottawa  on  February  11,  12  and  13. 


After  the  change  of  Ministers  I  was 
hopeful  we  could  meet  with  Mackasey 
but  plans  had  already  been  laid  for 
him  to  be  on  speaking  engagements  in 
Western  Canada. 

The  day  before  the  convention  a  meeting 
with  Mackasey's  special  assistant, 
Zavie  Levine,  was  arranged  for  the 
following  day. 

Levine  is  a  bright,  alert  young 
Montreal  Lawyer  who  exudes  cool 
and  self-assurance.  Without  waiting 
for  us  to  begin  he  indicated  that  he 
knew  precisely  why  we  had  come  .  He 
had  spoken  to  the  Deputy-Minister 
before  our  arrival  and,  although  he 
would  not  speak  for  the  record  he  was 
extremely  positive  and  encouraging. 
It  was  possible  to  leave  that  meeting 
feeling  that  the  amendment  we  desired 
was  a  foregone  conclusion  and  , 
although  there  might  be  some  opposition 
to  it  in  Cabinet,  that  the  amendment 
would  be  offered  to  Parliament  as  part 
of  a  package  of  amendments  to  the  Act. 
The  meeting  was  so  encouraging  as  to 
be  a  little  disquieting,  but  we  left 
Levine's  office  with  a  great  deal  of 
confidence  and  an  admonition  to  keep 
the  cards  and  letters  coming,  not  to 
mention  petitions  and  briefs. 


It  was  later  during  the  convention 
someone  wellplaced  expressed  some  c 
saying  perhaps  Levine  hadn't  really 
had  time  to  become  completely  fai 
with  the  issues  before  his  department 
since  he'd  only  been  in  his  new  office 
for  three  days. 

THE  REAPING  OF  PUBLIC  OPINION 

Strategically,  any  legislation  or 
amendment  needs  various  kinds  of 
support  before  it  can  go  torward. 
Government  must  be  convinced  in  mai 
cases  that  a  large  enough  segment  of 
the  population  favours  a  change  and 
that  not  too  large  a  portion  of  the 
population  is  unalterably  opposed. 
The  reading  of  public  opinion  is 
obtained  in  many  ways. 

Those  ways  include  newspaper  stories 
and  editorials,  letters  to  the  editor, 
public  opinion  surveys,  letters  to 
M.P.'s,  Ministers  and  the  Prime  Minister, 
special  briefs  and  representations  of 
various  individuals  and  organizations, 
numbers  of  people  at  meetings  and  dem- 
onstrations, questions  at  political 
meetings,  resolutions  passed  by  various 
organizations  and  especially  resolutions 
passed  by  the  policy  conventions  of 
political  parties.  All  of  the 
expressions  of  opinion  are  fairly  well 
monitored  and  politicians  are 
extremely  sensitive  to  ideas  for  which 
they  perceive  a  widespread  support. 
The  more  widespread  the  support  -- 
the  more  power  behind  an  idea  --  the 
more  chance  it  has  of  seeing  the  light 
of  day  in  Parliament  as  government 
legislation. 

Thus  if  we  desire  a  specific  amendment 
which  is  expected  to  meet  with  opposition 
in  Cabinet  and/or  caucus  it  is  important 
to  create  at  least  the  impression,  and 
preferably  the  actual  fact,  that  there 
is  widespread  and  powerful  support  for 
the  desired  change. 

The  process  of  letter  and  petitions 
had  begun.  There  might  be  future 
demonstrations  and  briefs.  Newspapers 
would  cover  news  and  possibly  be 
convinced  to  write  editorials. 
Hopefully  all  the  right  organizations 
be  approached  and  convinced  to  pass 
supporting  resolutions.  Hopefully, 
homosexuals  in  the  Conservative  and 
New  Democratic  parties  would  initiate 
activity  with  a  view  to  eventual  policy 
resolutions  by  regional  and  federal 
conventions. 

In  this  process,  I  felt  my  role  could 
include  initiating  the  process  whereby 
the  Liberal  Party  might  come  to 
passing  a  supporting  resolution  at  its 
next  policy  convention,  probably  in  1973. 
The  process  of  gathering  support  inside 
the  party  could  not  proceed  clandestine- 
ly, and  indeed  any  attempt  to  use  the 
"discreet"  approach  would  be  contrary 
to  the  flavour  of  the  resolution  and 
would  likely  not  only  hamstring  my 
efforts  but  also  ensure  its  defeat. 
The  convention  also  provided  a  unique 
platform  for  drawing  public  attention 
to  the  need  for  change.  Although  it 
was  a  meeting  of  provincial  liberals, 
the  meeting  had  a  strong  federal 
presence,  in  light  of  the  upcoming 
election.  It  was  supposed  to  be  a 
Liberal  love-in  with  only  sweet  words 
spoken  and  roses  gently  thrown.  Any 
voice  which  raised  the  slightest 
dissent  was  likely  to  be  widely 
reported,  since  newsworthy  events  were 
confined  to  Nixon's  resignation  and

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UOPl<  conference 

A  conference  on  "Sexuality  and 
Civil  Rights"  was  held  in  Toronto  over 
the  January  29th  weekend  at  York  Un- 
iversity, bringing  together  some  40 
gay  activists  from  Ontario  and  Quebec. 
Represented  were  the  Homophlle  Assoc- 
iations of  the  universities  of  Water- 
loo, Western,  York,  and  Toronto;  the 
Coemjnlty  Homophlle  Association  of 
Toronto,  Toronto  Gay  Action,  Gay  Fel- 
lowship (a  group  within  the  Unitar- 
ian Congregation),  Gays  of/d'Ottawa, 
the  Front  de  Liberation  des  Homosex- 
uels  (Montreal)  and  a  friend  from 
Gay  People  of  Columbia  University, 
New  York. 

Much  of  the  discussion  at  the 
conference  proper  (which  was  closed 
to  the  commercial  media)  centered  on 
area  reports  by  the  various  groups, 
which  revealed  that  some  groups,  es- 
pecially those  on  the  campuses,  are 
having  several  problems.  Without 
going  Into  detail,  it  seemed  to  me 
that  most  of  these  difficulties  are 
the  result  of  the  newness  and  inex- 
perience of  the  gay  liberation  move- 
ment In  Canada.  We  can  hardly  ex- 
pect our  movement  to  avoid  the  init- 
ial problems  that  dre   almost  univer- 
sally encountered  by  the  other  new 
movements.  At  any  rate,  there  was  a 
useful  exchange  of  ideas  and  exper- 
iences on  how  to  overcome  the  dif- 
ficulties. 

An  impressive  delegation  of 
seven  people  from  the  recently-form- 
ed Gays  of/d'Ottawa  was  present. 
They  are  currently  meeting  regular- 
ly and  have  a  good  attendance  at  their 
meetings.  They  are  looking  for  a 
place  to  hold  their  first  dance  and 
expect  to  be  able  to  make  a  real 
breakthrough  when  that  happens.  A 
description  of  the  kind  of  harass- 
ment that  gay  civil  servants  have 
been  subjected  to  by  the  RCMP  was 
given  to  me  by  one  of  the  GO  broth- 
ers. The  probltm  of  job  discrimin- 
ation Is  made  acute  in  Ottawa  be- 
cause the  federal  government  is  by 
far  the  area's  single  largest 
employer.  The  fact  that  people 
in  GO  have  been  able  to  get  things 
together  despite  this  intimidating 
atmosphere  chould  be  an  inspirat- 
ion to  all  of  us  elsewhere. 

A  real  upsurge  of  interest  in 
gay  lib  papers  was  evident.  J.  Mold- 
enhauer  reported  that  the  first  issue 
of  The  Body  Politic  sold  2500  copies; 
the  second,  with  a  press  run  of  4000 
appears  to  be  almost  sold  out.  The 
first  issue  of  Le  Tiers  sold  some- 
thing like  8,000  and  editor  Andre 
Dion  expects  to  sell  at  least  10000 
of  the  second.

Close  to  200  people  attended  the 
Friday  night  public  meeting  which  op- 
ened the  conference,  on  "Same-Sex  Mar- 
iages".  The  featured  speakers.  Jack 
Baker  and  Mike  McConnell,  got  a  good 
reception  from  the  mixed  audience, 
about  half  of  which  was  composed  of 
straight  people.  The  speakers,  both 
from  the  University  of  Minnesota,  have 
received  a  lot  of  publicity  in  the  US 
in  their  continuing  attempt  to  obtain 
legal  recognition  of  their  marriage. 
Jack  Baker  got  headlines  prior  to  this 
episode  by  becoming  the  first  public- 
ly declared  gay  person  to  become  head 
of  a  student  council  (the  Minnesota 
Students  Association). 

The  speakers  argued  that  no  mat- 
ter what  you  think  of  legal,  institu- 
tional marriage,  there  is  no  reason 
why  gays  should  be  denied  its  advant- 
ages—tax deductions,  inheritance 
rights,  etc.,  as  given  to  childless 
straight  couples.  Baker  and  McConnell 
have  effectively  held  the  legal  system 
up  to  ridicule  by  being  the  first  US 
gays  to  obtain  a  legal  marriage  license 
when  McConnel  adopted  Baker  and  chang- 
ed Baker's  name  to  Pat  Lynn  McConnell. 
The  courts,  however,  have  refused  to 
act  on  this  license  and  the  case  is 
presently  before  the  Supreme  Court. 

Following  the  public  meeting  a 
successful  dance  was  held  by  the  York 
University  Homophile  Association,  which 
organized  and  hosted  the  conference. 
This  way  the  first,  perhaps,  gay  dance 
ever  was  held  which  included  a  spectr 
ators'  gallery,  which  was  mainly  popul- 
ated by  straight  people.   I'm  told  that 
some  of  the  people  in  the  gallery  later 
decided  to  stop  spectating  and  join  the 
party.

1  decided  early  in  the  convention  to 
use  the  seminar  on  "The  Individual"  - 
featuring  Otto  Lang  -  as  a  platform 
to  bring  the  discrimination  in  the 
immigration  act  to  public  attention 
by  protesting  it  as  a  homosexual  party 
member.   The  decision  provided  another 
unique  opportunity  —  to  demonstrate 
to  people  whom  1  might  never  meet  , 
that  their  paranoia  about  having  their 
homosexuality  known  might  be  unjustified.

I  bus*  admit  that  I  had  also  hoped  to 
provoke  Lang  into  some  on-the-record 
ill-considered  remarks,  but  I  was  not 
successful  in  that.  Lang  sat  there 
solemnly  as  he  listened  to  me  recite 
"my  credentials  as  a  Liberal  and  a 
candidate,  then  the  case  of  Cliff  Wynn, 
then  the  discriminatory  nature  of  the 
Act,  then  the  lack  of  human  rights  code 
protection,  then  the  abuse  of  police  in 
other  cities,  then,  quite  casually,  that 
I  ,  as  a  homosexual  citizen,  was  somewhat 
less  than  pleased  about  being  grouped 
with  prostitutes  and  pimps  in  a  piece 
of  Canadian  legislation. 

Lang  was  relatively  stoic  throughout 
although  he  did  appear  grim  and  ill- 
at-ease,  as  the  Globe  reported.  He 
confirmed  that  the  government  has  no 
present  intention  to  so  amend  the 
Act,  stating  that  there  was  one  law 
for  citizens  and  quite  another  for 
immigrants. 

I  finally  left  the  seminar  in  indig- 
nation, followed  by  reporters.  The 
reaction  and  the  press  coverage  was 
generally  good  and  accurate  although 
some  writers  exhibited  less  under- 
standing than  I  would  have  initially 
given  them  credit  for. 
Some  of  the  telephone  calls  and  letters 
were  quite  edifying,  especially  those 
from  older  people  who  expressed  a  desire 
to  rid  themselves  of  their  closet  doors, 
and  those  from  straight  people  who 
realized  for  the  first  time  that 
Canadian  law  still  embodied  such  prejudice. 

The  reaction  at  work  was  virtually  nil, 
although  I'm  told  I  was  a  one  day  wonder 
as  a  subject  of  gossip  on  Bay  Street. 
Some  of  the  feedback  was  negative,  some 
positive.  The  best  was  watching  near- 
closet  types  defend  me  where  they'd 
never  exposed  themselves  to  suspicion 
before.   Its  amazing  to  watch  lions 
appear  where  you  once  thought  you  saw 
mice. 

I  hope  others  will  choose  their  time 
and  place  and  do  much  the  same  thing.

A 
Toronto  man  was  recently  questioned 
closely  by  two  men  impersonating 
policemen  after  being  enticed  into  a 
compromising  position  in  a  Yorkdale 
Plaza  washroom  by  a  third  person. 
Under  the  guise  of  investigating  the 
molesting  of  a  12  year  old  boy,  the 
con  artists  extracted  a  lot  of  incrim- 
inating personal  information.  The 
next  day  the  Toronto  gay  was  visited 
by  the  men  at  his  work,  and  (now  sus- 
picious) he  requested  evidence  of  ar- 
rest. When  no  suitable  subpoena  could 
be  produced  the  men  fled.  The  police 
were  notified,  but  were  more  concerned 
with  the  impersonation  of  police 
officers  than  with  the  personal 
harassment  of  the  individual.  If 
accosted  by  such  people,  demand 
evidence  of  their  identity.  Help 
exterminate  these  pernicious  vermin! 


TORONTO  THIRD  WORLD:   The  Third  World 
Bookstore,  known  for  its  variety  of 
revolutionary  material,  acted  in  a 
reactionary,  counter-revolutionary 
manner  when  their  clerks  ejected  a 
Body  Politic  vendor  who  was  trying  to 
drop  off  a  consignment  of  papers.  GAYS,

MONTREAL:   Two  homosexuals  were 
united  in  Canada's  first  gay  marriage. 
The  two  men  in  a  marriage-like  cere- 
mony signed  a  business  and  personal 
contract.  After  the  ceremony  they 
retired  to  a  downtown  hotel  and  were 
reported  to  have  been  guarded  by 
Montreal 's' finest' . 

VANCOUVER:  Cases  have  been  documented 
here  of  discrimination  against  gays 
in  housing.  Canadian  Gay  Activist 
Alliance  is  fighting  two  apartment 
developments  that  illegally  evicted  gays 
gays.  An  apology  was  received  from 
landlords  of  one  apartment  and  C.G.A.A. 
is  now  gathering  information  on 
similar  discriminations  to  prepare  for 
future  battles. 

Montreal :  About  45  people  attended  the  first 
annual  meeting  of  the  FLH  (Front  de  Llbe'ration 
Homosexuel).  The  main  business  was  a  lengthy 
discussion  of  the  new  constitution,  culmin- 
ating in  the  election  of  a  new  president,  sec- 
retary and  treasurer.  Present  paid-up  member- 
ship is  125,  and  the  hope  is  tor  an  increase 
when  a  projected  new  centre  is  opened  up. 
Activities  have  been  largley  social,  except 
for  July  1  demonstration  in  Montreal  last 
summer,  and  participation  in  the  August  ZBth 
demo  in  Ottawa. 


TORONTO:  An  outspoken  and  courageous 
member  of  Toronto  Gay  Action  attacked  a 
forensic  psychiatrist  on  the  issue  of 
shock  therapy  applied  to  gays(and  other 
society  outs)  at  a  recent  conference  on 
madness  at  the  university  of  Toronto.  His 
remarks  were  well  received  and  set  a 
critical  temper  for  other  topics  through- 
out the  week.

Following  John  Gilbert's 
CHUM  radio  program  with  Pierre  Trudeau, 
Toronto's  three  dailies  ran  arti  les  on 
the  grant  linking  Chat  with  the  Satanists 
(The  Process)  as  controversial  funded 
prp  projects. 

Chat  has  also  taken  occupancy  of  the  new 
Community  Centre  at  58  Cecil  St.  Drop  in 
and  see  your  new  home. 

TORONTO:  A,  letter  in  reply  to  a  request  for 
a  meeting  between  gays  and  the  Minister  of 
Labour  was  received  from  former  Minister  of 
Labour  Gordon  Carton.  The  gays  wanted  the 
meeting  to  talk  about  amending  The  Ontario 
Human  Rights  Code  to  bring  sexual  orientation 
under  its  protection.  His  reply  was  expect- 
edly  non-committal. 


The  Body  Politic,  Community  Schools ,  and 
The  Toronto  Citizen  have  joined  together  to 
form  our  own  distribution  company.  We  have 
filed  for  incorporation  as  the  Ontario 
Alternate  Distribution  Company.  Printed  mat- 
ter distribution  in  Ontario  suffers  from  the 
tight  control  of  present  distribution  mon- 
opolies, all  of  which  are   foreign  owned. 
Hone  of  these  companies  are  interested  in 
community-idea  oriented  papers.

We  want 
the  Canadian  public  to  have  more  choice  in 
their  reading  matter  -  not  limited  to  foreign 
publications,  smut  sheets  and  other  trash.

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Jt  is  now  almost  eight  years  since 
Susan  Sontag  made  "hfgh  eaaip"  and 
"low  canp"  town-household  words  among 
the  Hew  fork  avant-garde  with  her 
'Holes  on  Camp".  However  like  all 
esoteric  fads  It  wasn't  long  before 
camp  became  demode,  what  Nabokov 
called"kitsch",  and  all  those  Tiffany 
lamps  and  art  nouveau  figurines  were 
sent  back  to  the  attics  from  which 
they  had  been  retrieved.  Camp  returned 
to  the  gayworld.  Its  source,  inspiration 
and  probably  only  true  area  of  under- 
standing. 

Yet  like  all  trends,  camp  was 
reflective  of  a  wider  sensibility, 
and  only  died  to  be  fused  with  the 
counter-culture  and  other  influences 
to  make  up  -the  popular  aesthetic  of 
today.  Society  will  readily  admit  to 
the  visible  influence  of  the"freak" 
culture  on  clothes,  hair-styles, 
entertainments  etc.  but  is  somewhat 
loath  to  recognize  the  camp,  homo- 
sexual influence  on  everything  from 
movie  musicals  to  the  best  of  modern 

iterature,  from  Eaton's  windows, 
and  any  fashion  magazine,  to  ballet, 
opera  and  drama. 

Yet  I  am  not  giving  support  here 
to  the  old  cliche"  about  the  arts  being 
dominated  bv  r.nm«sexuals,  which  is 
somewhat  akin  to  "all  blacks  have 
rhythm".  Nor  am  I  resurrecting  the 
old  queens  boast,  "Well  if  it's  good 
enough  for  Michelangelo  ,  Proust,  Tchai- 
kovsky and  piobabty   Shakespeare...." 


I  am  simply  stating  that  homo 
sexuals  in-creative  fields  have  had  a 
pervasive  and  underrated  Influence  on 
the  aesthetics  of  today.   As  Sontag 
says,  "The  two  pioneering  influences 
of  modern  sensibility  are  Jewish  moral 
seriousness  and  homosexual  aestheticism 
and  irony". 

Therefore  camp  can  be  redefined 
and  extended  to  stand  as  a  byword  for 
gay  culture,  for  works  of  art  that  are 
products  of  the  homosexual  sensibility, 
the  equivalent  of  "soul".  Even  Sontag 
points  out  that  camp  is  not  all  glitz 
and  rhinestones,  ;but  a  way  of  seeing 
the  world  as  an  aesthetic  phenomenon, 
concerned  with  grace,  stylization  and 
artifice.

Most  of  us  could  probably  have 
said  the  same  during  the  unspeakably 
dreary  period  spent  1n  the  secondary 
school  system.  It  is  a  period  when 
one's  peer  group  can  be  ruthlessly 
exclusive,  particularly  if  one  fails 
to  conform  to  the  sweaty  jock, 
frilly  fern  stereotypes  that  rule  the 
halls. 

One  might  well  imagine  that  the  in- 
troduction of  sexual  education  into 
the  secondary  school  curriculum 
would  have  ameliorated  the  situation. 
No  longer  would  one  have  to  resort  to 
the  brutal  graphics  of  the  washroom 
wall  for  one's  enlightenment.  To  a 
certain  extent,  this  is  true.  But 
not  If  you're  gay.  In  fact,  I  con- 
tend that  for  the  homosexual  the 
situation  is  often  worsened. 


PITIABLE  FLIGHT  FROM  LIFE 

Education  for  Sexuality  bv  Burt 
and  Brower  (W.B.  Saunders  to.)  is  a 
case  in  point.  It  is  a  handsome 
text,  amply  provided  with  clear  il- 
lustrations and  a  vaguely  "liberal" 
outlook.  (Nonetheless,  examples  of 
a  middle  class,  straight  bias  are 
frequently  encountered.  "Colour  the 
males"  is  a  Grade   1  class  project. 
The  picture  to  be  crayoned  represents 
the  nuclear  family  in  its  bliss:

TELEPHONE  SUMEV  TELLS  ALL 

Fired  by  indignation,  I  began  my 
own  private  survey.   I  contacted  22 
schools  in  the  Toronto  area  -  they 
were  chosen  at  random  from  the  phone 
book  but  were  fairly  representative. 
North  York,  Scarborough,  East  York, 
Etobicoke  and  central  Toronto  were 
all  included.  At  each  school  I  ask- 
ed to  speak  to  the  head  of  the  men's 
physical  .and  health  education  depart- 
ment. (For  the  purpose  of  simpli- 
city I  chose  not  to  question  those 
in  charge  of  educating  our  young  wo- 
men. I  expect  the  results  would 
have  been  much  the  same.) 

I  identified  myself  as  a  member 
of  Toronto  Gay  Action  and  then  asked 
whether  homosexuality  was  part  of 
the  sexual  education  curriculum  at 
his  school,  and  if  so,  how  the  topic 
was  treated.  I  might  add  that  I  was 
the  paradigm  of  tact  and  good  breed- 
ing during  these  phone  conversations. 

Response  varied  widely.  One  man 
hung  up  on  me.  Another  told  me  "our 
group"  would  get  no  where  near  "his 
school",  and  refused  to  extend  me 
the  courtesy  of  Identifying  himself. 
A  few  offered  enthusiastic  Invita- 
tions to  speak  to  their  students. 


But  the  great  majority  neglected  to 
treat  the  topic  at  all.  Here  are 
the  figures: 
4  schools  responded  with  strong 
negatives 

7  schools  responded  with  Invita- 
tions to  speak,  requests  for  more 
information,  or  said  they  treated 
the  topic  in  a  non  judgemental 
way. 
11  schools  said  the  topic  was  not 
-discussed. 

Of  22  schools,  15  must  be  con-r 
sidered  as  inadequate,  and  that's 
nearly  70X. 

PASSING  THE  8UCK 

Finally,  I  spoke  to  Mr.  McMarten, 
Chairman  of  Curriculum  Development 
for  Physical  and  Health  Education. 
The  curriculum  is  presently  under- 
going revision,  and  he  read  me  sec- 
tions that  outlined  goals  for  the 
program.  They  were  as. general  as 
possible,  in  accordance  with  the  de- 
partment's policy  of  allowing  indivi- 
dual schools  to  construct  their  own 
courses  within  the  broad  framework 
set  down  by  the  minister.  One  thing 
which  he  did  emphasize  repeatedly, 
however,  was  that  the  student  must 
be  taught  to  develop  his  own  stan- 
dards "within  the  context  of  the 
goals  of  his  community".  I  coun- 
tered that  though  the  school  should 
certainly  be  responsive  to  community 
mores,  it  should  hardly  be  submis- 
sive. He  changed  the  subject.  I 
asked  whether  he  could  recommend  re- 
source material.  He  said  he  could. 
I  asked  whether  he  would  recommend 
Toronto  Gay  Action  as  resource  mater- 
al.  He  said  the  Minister  had  the 
final  say  on  this  matter,  and  he 
would  almost  certainly  say  no. 

Before  the  advent  of  sex  educa- 
tion, gay  and  straight  high  school 
students  were  more  or  less  in  the 
same  boat.  Gay  youth  certainly  had 
it  worse,  but  at  least  there  were 
no  official  indictments  of  their 
life  style  to  add  to  the  hostility 
of  their  peer  group.  Now  there  are. 

HOOTS  ANV  GIGGLES 

A  gay  boy  or  girl  in  high  school 
must  sit  silently  while  the  topic 
most  prominently  in  his  or  her  mind 
is  either  ignored  or  denounced. 
Some  teachers  have  told  me  that  if 
the  subject  paired,  it  is  to  a 
chorus  of  hoots  and  giggles.  Doubt- 
less because  his  own  embarassment 
has  been  communicated  to  the  class. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  but 
that  our  educational  system  could  be 
a  potent  liberation  force.  If  one 
heard  from  the  age  of  9  or  10  that 
homosexuality  was  just  another  band 
in  the  sexual  spectrum,  it  might  be 
difficult  to  grow  up  into  a  sexual 
bigot.  The  matter  is  being  pursued 
-  schools  will  be  visited,  board 
meetings  will  be  attended  and  the 
Minister  of  Education  will  be  writ- 
ten to.  We  used  to  say  school  was  a 
drag.  Perhaps  we  can  make  it  just

Innocuous  Insofar  as  the 
authors  reject  the  abnormal  and 
sickness  theories  regarding  the 
cause  of  homosexuality  (although 
the  word  "deviate"  is  conspicu- 
ously employed  within  quotation 
marks)  without  contributing  any- 
thing of  substance  to  out  know- 
ledge of  Toronto's  gay  milieu. 
A  conscientious  search  for  signif- 
icant facts,  characteristics  or 
features  pertaining  to  Toronto's 
male  homosexuals  yields  little  in 
the  way  of  interesting,  let  alone 
concrete,  material. 

To  be  sure,  there  are  many 
charts  and  references  to  previous 
research  studies,  ostensibly  des- 
igned, I  suppose,  to  lend  a  schol- 
arly pretense  to  the  study.  To 
some,  such  trappings  may  usually 
suggest  the  presence  of  substance, 
but  in  this,  as  in  so  many  other 
cases  of  behavioural  research, 
they  are  merely  a  substitute  of 
the  apparent  for  the  real. 

toronto's 

The  report  deals  with  a  total 
sample  of  246  gay  men  who  shared 
two  attributes  in  common:  one;  they 
were  all  non-patients,  and  two; 
they  were  all  gay.  Despite  the  fact 
that  much  explanation  regarding  the 
study  is  presented,  especially  the 
fact  that  it  dealt  with  the  'social 
problems'  of  Toronto  gay  males,  ult- 
imately we  encounter  the  not-unexpect 
ed  disclaimer  regarding  its  observat- 
ions; "Our  .  .  .  sample  of  homosex- 
uals can  not  be  considered  represent- 
ative of  the  homosexual  male  commun- 
ity of  Toronto"  because  "the  homosex-  I 
ual  male  population  of  Toronto  is     J 
unknown. 

The  researchers  admit  that  their  i 
"hard  data"  is  a  little  weak;  however  , 
they  don't  seem  to  realize  that  their 
inferences  involving  informative  "soft 
data"  are  just  that--soft.  Soft  to 
the  point  of  being  a  bit  condescending: 
"One  possible  explanation  why  the  sub- 
jects who  volunteered  to  participate 
have  a  relatively  high  educational 
level  in  that  they  probably  are  more 
cognizant  of  the  relevance  of  such  a 
study  than  those  with  a  lower  educat- 
ional background." 

Nor  is  it  anymore  convincing  to 
find  that  the  "preliminary  work-up" 
enabled  the  researcher  to  "understand 
the  Toronto  homosexual  community," 
even  considering  their  claim  of  good 
rapport  with  the  "leaders"  of  the 
homophile  movement.  I  overlooked,  as 
a  slip  of  the  pen,  the  exaggerated 
claim  of  understanding  the  homophile 
community  since,  as  in  the  het- 
erosexual world,  our  gay  sisters, 
as  gays  and  as  women,  influence  the 
nature  of  the  community  as  signif- 
icantly as  men;  yet,  to  reiterate, 
this  was  only  a  study  of  the  male 
homosexuals.

rese.xh  project.  As  such,  they  *rt 
a  guise.  The  first  consideration  Is 
that  the  gays'  anonymity  had  to  be 
nrotected,  while  the  third  is  a  con- 
cern fo"th«  possibility  of  libel  suits 
from  club  owners,  etc..  who  were  men- 
tioned by  the  respondents.  Perhaps  In 
some  limited  sense  these  are  ethical 
considerations.  However,  the  second 
ethical  consideration  is  convoluted 
to  the  point  of  being,  not  ethical,  but 
incoherent.  I  apologize  for  the 
necessity  of  the  long  quotation: 
"A  second  point  was  raided  as  to  the 
subject's  mental  status  and  ability 
to  consent  to  participation.  The  re- 
searcher countered  this  by  saying 
that  this  type  of  problem  arises  In 
every  case  where  consent  is  given. 
The  question  as  to  whether  this  part- 
icipation group  of  subjects  are  less 
likely  to  have  the  capacity  to  con- 
sent than  the  'normal  population  has 
not  been  asce-tained."  Therein  an 
ethical  component  is  to  be  found:  but 
from  whose  point  of  view-the  resear- 
chers or  the  subjects?  Above  all, 
the  more  testy  ethical  question  is  al- 
ready co-opted;  co-opted,  that  is,  by 
the  supposedly  humane  purposes  for 
which  the  study  is  intended.  Namely, 
is  It  ethical  to  study  human  beings  in 
approximately  the  same  way  as  we  do 
microbes,  neurons,  light  waves,  blood 
specimens  or  baboon  colonies? 
WELL  INTENSE" 
For  me,  the  real  ethical  feature 
of  this  report  is  to  be  found  in  a 
methodological  section:  "Host  subjects, 
before  participating  in  such  a  study 
would  demand  confidentiality  for  fears 
of  repercussions  from  loss  of  anonym- 
ity" (my  emphasis).  Critical  expos- 
Ttton  is  not  needed  here,  I'll  simply 
record  my  marginal  note  to  this  obser- 
vation: "And  what  significance  do  you, 
researcher,  attach  to  this  phenomenon?" 
The  point  I  have  been  trying  to  estab- 
lish by  "ay  of  these  examples 


As  an  illustration  of  this  ap 
proach,  I  refer  the  reader  to  page 
twenty-four  of  the  report.  Here,  the 
authors  describe  their  encounter  with 
one  homosexual  who,  in  effect,  suc- 
ceeded in  reversing  the  role  of  in- 
terviewer/interviewee, and,  according 
to  the  author  "the  subject  attempted 
to  convince  the  interviewer  to  be- 
come a  homosexual."  The  author  fur- 
ther informs  us  that  "this  extreme 
type  of  problem  occured  only  once  in 
246  interviews"  (italics  mine).   In 
other  words,  the  remaining  245  gays 
were  food  research  objects  resembl- 
ing, say,  a  molecule  under  the  micro- 
scope. They  therefore  did  not  vio- 
late one  of  the  canons  of  behavioural 
research—objectified  subjectivity. 
B.  F.  Skinner  forbid  that  any  subject 
respond  with  behavioral  patterns  that 
demarcate  him  as  a  discrete  and  unique 
Individual  when  involved  in  a  study 
which  has,  as  we  all  know,  been  com- 
pletely researched  and  designed  to  el- 
icit scientific  data  for  humane  ends. 
He  must  deny   our  humanity  to  under-

Perhaps  there  is  real  reason  to 
be  optimistic  about  the  future  of 
Canada.

lution  cannot  be  underestimated 

The  Canadian  homosexual  popula- 
tion, which  sociologists  have  esti- 
mated to  be  no  less  than  lot  of  this 
country's  population,  will  no  longer 
tolerate  the  denial  of  our  basic  ci- 
vil liberties.  Through  education  and 
political  activism  we  seek  to  change 
the  sexist  nature  of  Canadian  soci- 
ety -  including  eliminating  all 
legal  inequalities  and  negative  so- 
cial attitudes. 

Because  we  are   still  in  the  pro- 
cess of  uniting  our  minority,  we 
have  not  represented  a  strong  voting 
block  in  political  elections.   In 
the  United  States,  where  gay  libera- 
tion has  been  a  growing  socio-poli- 
tical force  for  one  year  longer  than 
in  Canada,  politicians  are  beginning 
to  realize  that  homophiles  represent 
a  significant  voting  block  in  nation- 
al, state,  and  city  elections.  Ed- 
ward Kennedy  and  Eugene  McCarthy  have 
recently  publically  announced  their 
solidarity  with  the  gay  community  in 
achieving  full  civil  equality  for  ho- 
philes. 

For  years  now,  political  candi- 
dates of  major  political  parties 
in  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  and 
New  York  City,  have  addressed  the  gay 
minority.  They  are  not  blind  to  the 
reality  that  we  do  constitute  a  group 
with  significant  voting  strength, 
a  strength  far  out-weighing  any  back- 
lash vote  from  the  bigots,  who  in  the 
name  of  democracy,  would  deny  us  our 
basic  rights  and  needs.  With  ever 
increasing  strength,  the  Canadian  gay 
community  will  make  its  opinions  felt 
through  the  support  of  politicians 
and  political  parties  which  show  the 
their  solidarity  with  our  democratic 
struggle.

Look.  Try  and  look.  But  you 
won't  see  it.  You  won't  see  Scarbo- 
rough from  Yonge  Street.  Scarborough 
is  a  long  subway  and  bus  ride  from 
Yonge  Street. 

I  am  18.   I  am  gay.   I  have  lived 
in  Scarborough,  in  the  same  house, 
for  13  years.  I  have  grown  up  and 
developed  here.   I've  been  fucked  up 
here. 

This  is  my  last  year  of  high 
school,  then  I  will  go  out  into  the 
world  and  try  to  prosper. 

Life  has  been  one  constant  de- 
pression, a  step  away  peering  Into 
the  abyss,  trying  to  strengthen  my 
tenuous  hold. 

What  I  really  remember  most  is 
the  laughter.  Not  my  laughter,  but 
that  of  other  people,  directed  to- 
wards me,  always  behind  my  back.  My 
experience  has  been  that  of  constant 
derision,  every  time  I  walk  down  the 
school  halls.   I  am  "only  a  fairy". 
I  feel  so  ill  at-ease. 

My  friends  are  mostly  girls.  I 
am  afraid  of  boys.  They  have  been 
so  cruel  to  me.   I  try  to  survive, 
but  feelings  of  loneliness  and  isola 
tion  are  constant.  (Here  I  feel  iso- 
lated); I  feel  as  if  I  am  only  exist- 
ing. 

I've  gone  through  school  feel ing 
that  I  am  different,  a  misfit.  Every- 
one has  told  me  so.  Yet,  somehow,  I 
have  always  been  proud  of  my  differ- 
ence, feeling  unique  rather  than 
"odd".  Now,  I  look  at  boys  younger 
than  myself  and  I  see  that  I  was  not 
as  different  as  I  imagined  and  was 
led  to  believe. 

I  am  more  of  an  idealist  than  a 
realist,  but  I  am  aware  of  reality. 
I  am  not  as  active  as  I  would  like 
to  be,  so  I  look  to  the  future  and 
all  the  things  that  I  hope  will  hap- 
pen to  me.  But  I'm  sensitive  and  I 
have  a  good  mind,  and  I'm  interested 
in  life  in  the  world. 

I  have  made  love  to  one  million 
beautiful  minds  and  bodies.  Every 
night  I  have  made  love.  But  this 
has  only  existed  in  dreams  and  fan- 
tasies. When  I  actually  do  make 
love,  it  always  happens  with  some- 
one who  turns  me  off.  There  are  so 
many  beautiful  boys  at  my  school  and 
I'm  used  to  just  admiring  them  from 
afar.  I  would  never  dare  to  make  a 
pass,  so  I  don't  ever  expect  to  get 
who  I  want.  I'm  hard  up  so  I  accept 
the  first  person  who  comes  along.   I 
would  be  too  afraid  to  try  for  some^ 
one  that  I  desire,  for  fear  of  rejec- 
tion. 8ut  I  realize  that    this  is 
stupid.   I'm  really  just  coming  out 
so  I  take  what  I  can  get. 

1  have  always  thought  of  myself 
as  ugly  and  the  possessor  of  a  hor- 
rible body.  It  has  only  been  in  the 
last  few   years  that  I  have  grown 
proud  of  my  face  and  body. 

I  live  in  a  relatively  large 
house  with  a  very  large  family.  My 
family  realizes  that  I  am  eccentric, 
but  are  unsure  of  my  homosexuality 
But  I  am  sure  that  the  possibility 
has  entered  their  heads.  My  mother 
is  very   sensitive  and  I  am  very   close 
to  her.   It  is  only  in  the  last  few 
years  that  I  have  come  to  know  my 
father.  When  I  was  very  young  he 
was  always  preoccupied  with  work  and 
I  do  not  remember  seeing  him  often. 
My  oldest  brother  was  once  like  me 
in  many  ways,  but  when  he  was  my  age 
he  changed  into  a  rather  rugged  type.

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Hinoan  Women,  from  a  minature 
fresco  found  in  the  Palace  of  Knos- 
sos,  Crete.  Minoan  society  was  the 
first  European  civilization,  last- 
ing about  1400  years  (from  2800  BC- 
to  1450  BC),when  a  severe  volcanic 
eruption  on  the  nearby  island  of 
Thera  literally  brought  Minoan  civ- 
il ization  to  an  end. 

It  is  difficult  to  speculate 
about  the  socio-political  structure 
of  a  society  whose  main  historical 
documents  consist  of  works  of  art. 
From  the  available  evidence,  it 
seems  that  there  was  greater  social 
freedom  between  the  sexes  than  is 
evident  in  other  societies.  The 
scene  depicted  on  the  cover  is  typ- 
ical of  the  open  affections  expres- 
sed in  uany  Minoan  works  of  art. 

The  civilization  on  Crete  enjoy- 
ed over  1000  years  of  peaceful  soc 
ial  evolution.  It  was  a  society 
where  the  individual  existence  ap- 
pears to  reflect  a  greater  aesthetic 
wholeness,  both  in  human  relations 
and  in  artistic  creativity.

•onst  rating  until  the  dty  recogniz- 
es thii  homosexuals  are  human  beings 
entitled  to  human  rights".  They 
know  that  passing  this  bill  will  have 
a  positive  effect  on   every  gay  in 
New  tor*  City. 

There  have  been  criticisms  from 
other  gay  organizations  relating  to 
G.A.A.'s  tactics  which  resulted  in 
a  setback  (the  bill  has  been  shelved 
by  a  committee  of  the  council),  but 
I  have  not  heard  of  any  groups  re- 
jecting the  demand,  as  such.  We  will 
have  to  evaluate  their  experience 
In  order  not  to  repeat  the   errors 
which  were  made,  thereby  Increasing 
the  scope  and  impact  of  our  campaign. 
In  February  Mayor  Lindsay  Issued 
an  executive  order  erasing  discrimi- 
nation in  hiring  by  the  city  govern- 
ment on  the  basis  of  ones  'private 
sexual  orientation'.  He  also  says 
he  will  try  to  use  his  influence  to 
get  8111  -Intro  475  passed.  This  is 
a  profound,  precedent-setting  vic- 
tory for  the  whole  North  American 
movement.  Although  we  shouldn't  call 
off  our  actions  here  in  the  vain  hope 
that  the  Davis  government  will  fol  - 
low  suit.  Nor  will  the  New  York  ac- 
tivists be  able  to  rest  on  their 
laurels.  They  will  have  to  continue 
the  struggle  on  this  issue  until 
their  full  demand  is  met;  and  after- 
ward keep  a  constant  vigil  to  see 
that  the  laws  are  Implemented. 

A  MOVtMEHT   WHICH  CAN  WIN.' 
The  essential  notion  behind  the 
above  proposal  is  that  we  cannot 
achieve  even  modest  reforms,  let 
alone  gay  liberation.  Individually, 
nor  with  the  forces  presently  at  our 
disposal.  I  would  be  pleased  to  hear 
other  suggestions  brought  forward  and 
debated,  but  I  feel  they  should  be 
within  the  framework  of  maximizing 
the  return  on  the  energies  expended 
by  those  who  are  active,  rather  than 
having  each  Individual  or  organization 
doing  their  own. thing.  (Deciding  col- 
lectively on  a  priority  for  the  whole 
Ontario  wide  movement  does  not  pre- 
clude important  local  activities.) 
The  result!  of  such  an  approach  will 


be  to  build  a  gay  movement  which  can 
win: 

If  we  are  going  to  seriously  look 
forward  to  this  possibllllty  it  is 
crucial  that  we  assimilate  various 
lessons  of  previous  social  movements, 
some  of  which  I  have  mentioned.  As 
briefly  as  possible, then,  I  will  list 
what  I  think  are  the  key  lessons:- 

1)  Oppression  is  not  in  one's 
head.  There  are  powerful  forces  in 
this  society  which  use  and  perpetuate 
ignorance,  prejudice,  hatred,  and  the 
divisions  and  alienation  which  these 
produce.  If  you  care  to  believe  this 
1s  merely  the  inertia  of  the  status 
quo,  fine.  Nevertheless,  this  status 
quo  is  defended  by  traditional  "natu- 
ral" mores,  social  "norms"  and  laws, 
backed  up  by  the  confessional,  psy- 
chiatrists' couches  and  the  legal 
system's  police  force.  This  repres- 
sive power  is  generally  efficient 
and  well  organized. 

2)  Having  none  of  the  above  ap- 
paratus at  our  disposal  individual- 
ly, we  must  realize  the  potential 
political  strength  of  ourselves  and 
our  supporters  numerically. 

3)  We  have  to  organize  this 
strength  in  public  actions,  relying 
on  the  abilities  of  ourselves  and 
our  organizations;  not  on  the  good 
auspices  of  any  individual,  be  he 
or  she  government  official,  party 
leader  or  movement  hero. 

4)  Our  movement  must  devise  a 
program  and  strategy  which  will  win 
full  equality.  The  concomitant  so- 
cial work  activities  which  are  neces 
sary  to  maintain  our  morale  and  al.le 
viate  some  of  the  daily  stresses  are 
extremely  important.  But  the  aim  of 
gay  liberation  is  to  root  out  the 
source  of  our  oppression  rather  than 
apply   band-aids  to  a  never  ending 
stream  of  casualties. 

5)  A  conscientious  organization 
recognizes  the  need  for  some  parlia- 
mentary formalities,  leadership  and 
a  self-acting  membership.  The  elec- 
tion of  a  leadership  body,  such  as  a 
steering  committee.  Is  not  "elitist" 
as  long  as  it  reflects  the  varied 
composition  and  experience  of  the  or- 
aanization  and  its  power  is  delegated

often..  It  wouldn't  surprise  me  in 
the  least  if  he  were  gay. 

So  much  of  my  time  is  spent  alone 
in  my  room,  meditating  about  many 
things.  I  must  constantly  deny  when 
classmates  call  me  "queer".  I  don't 
■ant  to,  but  I'm  afraid  to  do  other- 
wise. I  hear  so  much  whispering  be- 
hind my  back.  They  call  me  "Super- 
fag"  because  of  my  flamboyance  and 
colourful  clothes.  They  think  it 
hurts,  but  I  actually  think  it  is 
very  funny.  I  consider  it  a  compli- 
ment. 

I  want  to  tell  my  family  that  I 
a»  gay,  but  I  am  afraid  to.   I  would 
feel  wtry   ill-at-ease  living  with 
them  and  having  them  know  everything 
about  me.  I  have  been  conditioned 
to  believe  that  homosexuality  1s  an 
abomination,  but  I  just  don't  believe 
It.  Kaybe  I  will  tell  them  later. 

So.  I  want  so  much  and  have  so 
little.  Thanks  to  CHAT,  I  have  met 
a  number  of  other  gays,  and  I  feel 
better.  Yet  I  an  afraid,  and  so 
desperate.  I  feel  so  alone,  no  nat- 
ter where  I  an. 

Sometimes  I  cannot  accept  myself. 


There  is  so  much  pressure  to  change. 
But  why  should  I  change?  I  must  ac- 
cept myself.  I  believe  that  this  is 
right. 

In  Suburbia  there  is  no  sex  for 
me.  I  am  sure  that  there  are  others 
like  myself.  I  have  no  idea  who  1s 
gay  and  who  is  not  at  my  high  school. 
Downtown  is  my  salvation,  to  be 
gay  in  high  school  is  the  most  "out" 
thing  possible.  In  high  school  a  gay 
guy  is  only  a  comedian  or  a  scared 
closet  queen.  Suburbia  is  no  place 
for  me. 

Being  a  gay  teenager  is  tough  be- 
cause self-acceptance  is  so  difficult 
to  acquire.  Life  is  especially  dif- 
ficult for  effeminate  gays,  but  we 
must  withstand  the  pressure.  I  have 
withstood  suicide  attempts  and  suici- 
dal fantasies.  Now  after  years  of 
shit,  suicide  seems  farthest  from  my 
mind.  „L,,,  ,  ,

Those  democrats  who  decry  such  bodies 
often  unwittingly  participate  in 
leadership  cliques  which  speak  and 
■take  decisions  for  the  organization 
without  consulting  or  involving  the 
membership. 

Along  with  the  above,  we  will  de- 
velop strategic  guidelines  out  of  our 
own  unique  experiences  In  the  field 
of  human  liberation. 

The  vision  of  a  future  society 
free  from  sexism,  which  Is  one  I  feel 
we  all  share,  can  be  turned  into  a 
reality  sooner  or  later.  Later,  if 
we  march  haphazardly,  ignoring  the 
signposts  of   past  experience;  soon- 
er, if  we  incorporate  these  experien- 
ces into  the  gay  movement's  arsenal 
of  strategy  and  tactics.   I  am  not 
suggesting  that  we  adopt  the  program 
or  demands  of  other  minorities  and 
oppressed  groups,  for  1t  is  only  by 
organizing  around  issues  with  which 
all  gays  can  relate  that  we  will  rea- 
lize our  strength.  Though. some  In- 
dividuals no  doubt  will  be  active 
in  other  movements  or  political  par- 
ties, thereby  raising  consciousness 
about  human  sexuality  in  these  groups. 
I  feel  strongly  that  the  movement 
in  Ontario  will  greatly  strengthen 
itself  if  we  organize  jointly  to  de- 
mand the  inclusion  of  the  term  'sex- 
ual orientation'  in  the  Ontario  Human 
Rights  Code. 

Winning  this  demand  will  give 
life  to  the  words  'gay  pride'.  It 
will  impel  and  enable  thousands  more 
brothers  and  sisters  to  join  us  tn 
future  campaigns  for  full  sexual  lib- 
eration for  humankind. ..children, 
adolescents  and  adults,  no  matter  wh 
what  their  position  on  the  sexual 
continuum.
